Edmonton. April 2*—The new pro¬ 
vincial s a l e s tax of 3 per cent is to 
come Into effect May 1. according 
to terms of a bill to Impose taxes 
on the ultimate purchasers of certain 
commodities which has been Intro¬ 
duced in the Alberta Legislature and 
given first reading. 

The provlnoe expects to obtain 
•3,000.000 revenue in the next fiscal 
year through the tax. 

The tax Is to be collected from 
each purchaser by the vendor and 
turned over to the Provincial Treea- 
urere. 

Articles exempt from the tax are 
as follows: Bread, milk, coal, gas. 
water, newspapers, farm machinery 
and repairs thereto; binder twine, 
electricity, agricultural products pro¬ 
duced within the province when sold 
by the producer; fuel oil within the 
meaning of the fuel oil tax act: 
liquor within the meaning of the 
Liquor Control Act; money or things 
In action or the evidences thereof 1 
and any other commodities which 
may be declared by the Lteutsnant- 
Oov«rnor-ln-Counoll to be com¬ 
modities to which the act does not 
apply. 

Where several commodities are 
purchased on the same occasion and 
as part of the same transaction by 
the same purchaser, the tax shall be 
payable on the ag gre g a te price of tfe* 
commodities as purchased. 

When the price amounts to or In¬ 
cludes a fraction of a dollar, any 


minimum Interest would be 3.9 per 
cent.

COMING BACK STRONGLY 

W HILE IN SOME ASPECTS THE 

itatement of the Dominion** business for the 
fiscal year which ended on Tuesday still leaves a good 
deal to be desired, the gradual increase in the coun¬ 
try’s external trade gives cause for satisfaction. Pre¬ 
liminary estimates place the value of our exports in 
the last twelve months at approximately $770,000,- 
000 and imports at approximately $550,000.000— 
a total of $1,410,000,000. This represents a strik¬ 
ing advance over the corresponding period of a year 
ago. when the total turnover was $1,181,800,000. 
~ The 1933-1934 fiscal year ended with business 
valued at $1,013,100,000. the 1932-1933 period 
with the low figure of $880,000,000, or $146,- 
000.000 less than the business Canada did with the 
outside world in the fiscal year 1912-1913, when 
our population was less than eight millions. Ia the 
1928-1929 fiscal year the value of our external com¬ 
mercial exchange reached the total of $2,629,- 
300,000. an all-time record. By the end of the fiscal 
year 1931-1932, however, this total had dwindled to 
$1,154,800,000. 

The 1932-1933 figures are worth noting at this 
stage because, compared, with the value of our ex¬ 
ternal business for the year which ended last Tuesday, 
they show that we have recovered trade worth $530,- 
000.000, or nearly one-fifth of the total, volume of 
business for the peak year of 19,28-1929. 

Time was when trade statistics were given short 
shrift by die general reading public; they were con¬ 
sidered very "dry" literary fare. But since the hey¬ 
days of six years ago they have assumed a very con¬ 
siderable importance to all who have suffered from 
the depression. It is now understood by most people 
that the volume of exports and imports furnish a 
barometer by whidi our economic welfare may be 
gauged. The solimbn of one of the country’s gravest 
problems is the expansion of external trade. The late 
government, having attempted to solve that problem 
by shutting out imports, the effect was the drying up 
of markets which had been absorbing our exports.

W meat ia the United States, together with the 
lure of gold and adventure in the Far North, once 
more ia turning the thoughts of people toward Alaska. 

According to recent statistics published in Wash¬ 
ington. so heavy has been the flood of inquiries re¬ 
garding opportunities in the Alaska territory that the 
government has issued warnings against premature 
settlement. Those who have made a study 6f con¬ 
ditions in Alaska, as existing today, atknit there is op¬ 
portunity for perhaps several thousand people: but 
adequate financing and steady employment ought to 
be assured before anyone tries the hard life of the 
north. 

Is this once more the lure of gold? Mineral¬ 
ogists have repeatedly slated that there is probably 
as much gold left in Alaska as was ever taken out 
By the same token, however, it is now definitely pro¬ 
claimed that gold, in Alaska, is not mined as cheaply 
as it used to be, that it takes much money to acquire 
gold in that part of the north!and now. 

This new urge to move to the north none the less 
would appear to be indicative of a healthily restive 
spirit—a desire to get out of the crowded places, 
the squalor of the -cities, the constant grind which 
brings little or no mental or physical satisfaction. It 
was Hon. Charles Dunning, now Minuter of Finance 
in the Dominion government, who paraphrased Horace 
Greely'e “Go west, young roan" to "Go north, young 
man, go north. ' As far as Canada is concerned, her 
population is in a narrow strip stretching from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic. Now would seem to be 
tht-time to roll back the frontiers on the north.

Mr. Anscomb said the British Co¬ 
lumbia budget just put through by 
Hon. John Hart showed 111 Items 
of increased expenditure, fifty ths 
earns and only eleven lees than last 
year. 

The meeting, which was under 
President B. W. Maynard, passed • 

resolution stating the Victoria asso¬ 
ciation was In favor of health insur¬ 
ance in principle, but thought it only 
effective on a national basis, and 
considered the province not finan¬ 
cially capable -of carrying o*t such 
an experiment.

Second, a certain amount of vita¬ 
min D concehtrate. of which several 
types are no avalUble. may be added 
to the milk. Third, the cow may bt 
led with IrradMted yeast. 

Studies now are being made ln 
various research laboratories through¬ 
out the country. These. It u hoped, 
will indicate exactly hoar much vita¬ 
min D may be placed ln milk by 
these method*, and al*o the relative 
values of vltmln D in-each type. 

There seem* to be some difference 
of opinion as to whether vttamm D 
in milk that M irradiated M any less, 
or any more, efficient to preventing 
rickets than vitamin D In milk pre¬ 
pared by direct addition of the vita¬ 
min concentrate. . 

In general, the moet recent evi¬ 
dence available seems to point to the 
Idea that vitamin D units are just 
about the same ln their efficiency. 
whMher prepared by one method or 
another. 

It M. of course, quite possible for 
a mother to make certain that her 
child receives adequate amounts of 
vitamin D by giving the child ordin¬ 
ary whole milk and. at the same time, 
administering a suitable dqaage of cod 
liver oil, vloeterol, or such other vita¬ 
min D products as the doctor may 
prescribe.

New York, April 2.—The llnar 
Columbia, formerly the Belgvnland. 
haa been aold to Douglas and I^m- 
aey of Glasgow and will be broken 
up for* Jutu. The Columbia waa 
acquired by the Panama Pacific Line 
In January. 1935, transferred to 
American registry and renovated for 
the West Indian cruise service. The 
line operated her for two months to 
Miami and Nassau, withdrew her 
from service and then chartered her 
to National Tours Incorporated for a 
series of tripe to South America and 
the West Indies. 

Thousands of dollars were expended 
In preparing her for her career under 
the American flag, but sho failed to 
develop the popularity that waa ex¬ 
pected. The strict regulations adopted 
last year for American tonnage would 
have required further construction 
expenditures dch were estimated 
at 5250.000 to 5600.000. 

During her career the ship oper¬ 
ated under three names and for 
three companies. She was under 
construction at the Belfast yard of 
Harland 4c Wolff, for the Red Star 
Line, and had been designated the 
Belgenland for classification under 
the Belgian flag, when the war broke 
out. Her plana were changed hur¬ 
riedly. and aha waa rushed to com¬ 
pletion and assigned to the British 
flag White Star line as the Belglc 
AS A TgtXSrOBT 

She served as a troop carrier dur- ! 
ing the war, returned to the ship¬ 
yard to be completed for commercial 
service and came out In March. 1923. 
as A passenger liner In the New York 
Antwerp service of the Red Star 
Line. The Belgenland became popu- 
i lar for her handsome lines and her 1 
ability to maintain seventeen knots. ' 
She was 097 feet long and 784 feet 
beam, waa of 27,132 tons and would 
accommodate 2.700 passengers. 

As a cruise ship the Belgenland 
made an unusual record, circumnavi¬ 
gating the globe seven time* and 
steaming nearly 250.000 miles with¬ 
out any delays for unforeseen rea¬ 
sons. As a world cruise ship she 
Instituted many port services, in¬ 
cluding Bangkok. Slam and Ball, 
which today are regular ports of call 
for world cruise ships. 

In 1932 the Belgenland waa as¬ 
signed to the Halifax cruise route { 
and was renovated. At the close 
of the year ahe left New York for 
London, where ahe remained until 
her transfer to American registry 
In 1935. She then became the larg¬ 
est commercial ship of American 
registry. After her short experience 
as an American cruise ship, reports 
of her Impending sale were circu¬ 
lated. 

A skeleton crew will be assembled 
to take the ship to Glasgow, where 
•he will be broken up. It was said. 
No announcement waa made of the 
price paid by her new owners.

Capt. Eustazy Borkowski 
Named Master of New 
Polish Liner Batory 

New York. April 3—Appointment 
of Captain Eustazy Borkowski, war 
hero and v-teran of the seven aeas. 
as commander of the new motor- 
liner Batory waa announced yeater- 
| day by the Odynla America Line. The 
! Batory. twln-ahlp of the Pllaudakl 
and Poland's second new transat¬ 
lantic liner destined for American 
waters, was built !n Italy and will 
arrive in New York on her maiden 
voyage from Odynla May 27. 

In a colorful career covering thirty- 
five years at sea. Captain Borkowski 
made four successful resc ue s at tea 
while master of a ship. His last 
rescue, a little more than two year* 
ago. waa of the Oerraan B* Horst 
Weasel In the North 8ea while in 
command of the Odynla America 
liner Koacluazko. The entire crew of 
the Horst Weasel waa saved after the 
veseel was abandoned. Captain Bor¬ 
kowski sent five of hts own men 
aboard the Oerman ship, hoisted the 
Polish flag and for twenty-four hours 
towed her In hope of reaching port, 
but the battering of the storm finally 
broke the towline. The Polish gov¬ 
ernment decorated him with tha 
Cross of Honor for the rescue. 

During the World War. Captain I 
Borkowski was decorated twelve times 
by four different nations for con¬ 
spicuous services. He speaks sixteen 
languages. Including the Scandin¬ 
avian and a fluent English. The 
Captain is fifty-two. stands alx-feet- 
two In his socks, la lean, bald and 
reddened by the wind and salt of 
counties* voyages. He went to sea 
In 1901 as deck boy at 92 50 a month 
on a three -master Norwegian barken- 
tine. He roae step by step until he 
was given command of steamer* for 
the RuMlan American Line and other 
Russian and Polish lines.
